UKN-VEH, August 19 —The grand atund 


was crowded with 10,000 spectators. 
Beautiful weather and a perfect track 
were the conditions at the second day's 
racing of the tournament here today. 
The audience was well pleased with the 
good exhibitions by the craclf. riders and 
applauded them heartily. The record 
breaking continued from yesterday and 
toduy they were lowered by margins 
which left no doubt as to their genuine- 
ncaa. The program waa carried out to 
perfecLnees. Only one race, the laflt on 
the program, had any bad 
feature. 


This was the one mile open, clues B, in 
which J. B. Johnson appeared for the 
first time during tho meet. 
The most interest centered in the two 


mile champion ship, third on the pro- 
pram, and tho way the record waa low- 
ered ehowB what a magnificent race it 
was. Keigler of California was given an 
ovation at the close. The we-tern men 
had moro luck today and the California 
racers and their friends are jubilant to- 
night over the performances of Xeigler 
and Wells. 
In the big race of the day a IIGW 


pacemaker was put in at every lap and 
he waa instructed to make it a lively 


At the one mile pole Titus of New 


York had the lead with Bald of Huffulo 
and '/jtegler of California close- up. 
The 


pace was hot and the field began to 
string out and Hanger was scon laboring 
hard almost in tho rear. He dropped 
out entirely in another lap. At the be- 
ginning of tlie laut lap the iield was scat- 
tered a quarter of a mile and most of tlie 
riders were quite exhausted. L. 0. 
Johnson was pacing, with C. M. Mur- 
phy of Urookly next, and Zeigler coming 
up fast, followed by Titus. Up the 
back Btretcb Keiglor headed both Mur- 
phy and tlie pacemaker and won by 
nearly 100 feet, while Murphy was the 
same distance ahead of Titus. Zeiglor 
was the only man that seemed to havo 
any wind left ut Urn finish. The result 
caused the greatest enthusiasm, Keigler 
being a great favorite here. The bicyc- 
lists went nearly wild over the lowering 
of the world's record nearly eight sec- 
onds.

Since that decision Charles has 
married and he -claims the ceremony 
altered the case, entitling him to imme- 
diate possession oi both legacies. If he 
should die he claims his wife would re- 
ceive half of bis inheritance and his 
father one-half, and as his Bisters can- 
not get either legacy now, there is noth- 
ing in fighting to keep the money out of 
his hands any longer. Mrs. Herman 
Oelrich is now entitled to her share 
amounting to (1,600,000. Charlie's new

The Policy to Be Pursued Out- 


lined. 


WAHHIKUTOH, August 17.—Tho policy 


to bo pursued in advancing the princi- 
ples of bi-mi: till 1 ism was outlined at to- 
day's session of the American Bimetal- 
lic League. {Speeches were made by 
several congressmen and by delegates 
from various ttatee. A declaration wag 
adopted recounting the repeal of the.ell- 
vcr purchase law and the establishment 
of a single-gold standard, which has 
been followed steadily by increasing de- 
pressioi 
that gold lias steadily in- 


,;rea8ed in value; industries everywhere 
are paralyzed; labor unsteady and pre- 
carious; business unimproved and debt- 
ors bankrupt, and asserting that there 
is no hope of relief until the double 
standard, Ifi to 1, is restored, and that 
the money question is the supreme issue 
before the country. Voters are urged 
to make this issue paramount to all 
other considerations on election ot state 
legislatures, congressmen and President. 
IL was recommended that the conven- 
tion bo held at some central point in 
both mining and agricultural states to 
perfect mi organization to work for this, 
and that a committee of live be appoint- 
ed to carry out the plan.

and has the business sagacity not to 
gent fruit indiscriminately to Irrespon- 
eible dealers in all parts of the country 
There seems, however, to be a good deal 
of hesitation abont joining tbe exchange 
on the part of many growers at.Kiver- 
Bide, and unless the percentage of mem- 
bers iB considerably increased, it is an- 
nounced that tbe exchange will be dis- 
continued.—California Fruit Grower. 


Bead raia'ua for oranges in tbe above 


and you have tbo eituation here de- 
ecribed exactly.

stock. Yesterday it was reported that 
the scheme was based on tho project of 
ntiliilDE tho water power ot tho Pine 
HidM flume at Clovis, and transmitting 
"10 power to this city by wire. 


While a minute's serious reflection 


,,ould show that this is an inleasihle 
proposition, if tho volume of water is 


and they promise to furnish the arc 
lights at a proportionate rate. 


"If this is done, 1 behove 1 would not 


bo over conlidout to state that tho city 
could allbrd to run 100 street lamps, and 
tho majority of the people could and 
would usu tho iiicimdescmit lights in 
their houses. At 35 cents a mouth It 
would bo as cheap as kcroicno, and 
much hotter, cleaner and safer. 
"As to tho proposition of putting tho

proposition, if Iho volume of water is 
correctly slated, yel there are some 
grains of trulh in it. The volume of 
water flowing through tho Olovis flume 
is entirely too smull for the purpose, 
and as one authority practically phrased 
it is "fit only lo water a Chinese veg- 
etable garden." The water answers ad- 
mirably as a vehicle for transporting 
the lumber from tho mountains. It 
brings down the lumber nfty miles in 
five hours, but all its force is spent in 
Ihe effort, and the volume ol the water 
iii the dry season is said lo be scarcely 
more than a cubic foot per second, esti- 
mated in miner's inches. 
. 
But though the water power is not 


directly available, the fact that fuel can 
he brought down in abundance by flume 
and laid clown at Clovis for a nominal 
sum makes tlio proposition of building 
on engine house and running dynamos 
very tempting. The expenses would bo 
reduced uy the difference between tax- 
ation in Clovis and in Fresno, and be- 
lween the price of fuel in Cluvis and tlio 
same article after transportation by 
road or rail, or both. It is understood 
tlmt tho whole matter has been very 
carefully gone over, ami that il has been 
decided thai by modern methods and 
careful insulation, tlio quantity of elec- 
tricity wasted by induclion in the ten 
miles belween Clovis and Fresno would 
he very small.
